Apropos of racing Admiral Rous has just issued his book on the 
laws and practice of ‘horse-racing, which has been reviewed at great 
longth by our sporting contemporaries. No doubt it is a work of 
surpassing excellence upon the subject of which it treats; at least 
weare bouad to believe that “which every man says is tiue,” It 
is somewhat remarkable, however, that the extracts from the work 
are very much alikein all the papers that have come under our notica. 
In one or two instances especially this has struck us as being at least 
singular; cnd has been suggestive of an idea that the productions 
must have proceeded from the same talented pen. As, ho vever, is is 
well known that every journal has its own special reviewer (and 
poet) on the premises, the idea cannot be entertained. No one is 
more competent to speak with authority than the gall:nt Admiral on 
Tarf matters, and certainly no man receives greater defererce to 
whatever opinions he may express. The following passage bowever 
is a little foggy :—" As long as gentlemen of known honour aud ex- 
perience will take upon themselves the unthankfal task of handicap- 
ping, racing will fl:urish when it gets into venal hands—wheu; afcer 
arace, the handicapping Olerk of the Course expects a bonus, there 
is an end to the prosperity of the Turf.”

such a process is adopted. Would any veterinary fnrther oblige us 
and the public with a minute description of the method adopfed, and 
what season of the year is best fitted fur carrying it into effect? 


THE OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE ‘BOAT RACE. 

The “Derby” ia a magnificent national celebration, and one of 
which the stranger in this old Jand, ‘ delighting in horses, illustrious 
at sea,” will never seo the like on any other plains. Racesin France 
are as the comedie de sociele to the theatre, compared with the per- 
tormarces of Newmarket or Epsom. The mecting at Chantilly is a 
cabinet picture—a réduced copy of Goodwood, and as much. like the 
oigina! as the peasants in “La Sonnambula” aro like the work-a- 
day peasa ts of actual life in Italy or anywhere else. A coterie of 
dandy ‘‘sportsmen” who dress like stud-grooma, and flavour their 
tulk with English slang, no more make a “Turf” than a solitary 
swallow makes the sprivg, There is no racing public over the water, 
and oven the Emperor, who knows the national importance of the 
thing, cannot make one. 


A day with “the Duke” or the Quorn is avother of our ‘solemni-— 


” 


ties ” without a parallel among our gallant neighbours: There is no 
such thing as riding to houndsin France—cantering round a tree all 
day in a fancy dress, and winding a horn when the object of the 
chase comes in view, is picturesque io doubt, and exciting, and tho 
curer in the courtyard at night is mediwval avd dramatic; but-this 
is not what Englishmen mean by a run of five-and-forty minutes 
without @ check, though, of ,the other hand, a greyhound fox 
has none of the fighting qualities of thé German boar or the Gaelic 
wolf to justify even a forei n friend carrying a knife of exquisite 
design at his waist. What the British reynard can dois pace, and any 
lively Gaul who follows him must know, at least, how to sit 
we'l home jn the saddle, and not to muke too much play with his calves. 

Racing and hunting, however, are not, in an absolute sense, national 
sports.

whole human race; to the Englishman and the Frenchman, to the’

Thus was added another leaf to tho Jaurel chaplet of Oxford, and 
thus once more the gallant sons of the Cam have suffered defeat at 
the hands of their anciont rivals. No ignominy, however, attaches 
toit, and not a whit have they lost in heart or hope. It was no 
disgrace when beaten by such @ crew, and it was a very unmistakable 
credit to take the field in such a high state of eflicient training and 
with such true British pluck.to row so gamely to the finish. The 
result is alike honourable to victor and vanquished, and we are fally 
persuaded that Cambridge will yet again try a fall, notwithstanding 
Ae sun of Oxford has shone so inauspiciously upon her fortunes so 
ong. 

Of course, the shouting was tremendous. Oxford winning its sixth 
race without a bresk was spplanded as might have been applauded 
the conquerors of the world. But the vanquished wore not forgotten. 
The cheer that was given for light blue wis hardly less in volume 
than the cheer that was given for dark blue; but one was acknow- 
ledged from the Oxford boat, while the other was received by the 
Cautab crew with grim gelf-restraint. A few minutes’ rest and the 
heads of hoth boats were turned down the river, Oxford leading, and 
Cambridge rescuing itself with difficulty from the swell raised by’ 
steamboats, whose passengers were anxious to got back to town in 
time for business. The stroke of Oxford was still steady, effective, 
aud solid; but that of Cambridge showed symptoms of severe dis- 
trees, ‘The general verdi:t on the banks of the river was that, though 
Oambridge might have lost the blue ribbon of the water, it had at 
least saved its stake of honour and skill. Such a defeat need cause. 
no despair. It is from failures like these that successes are made.

Soma persons ooking 
upon the success of Oxford for six years running as a highly sig- 
nificant fact, seek for its occult cause in some geuetal difference of 
morale or social organization in these two bodies, The want of uvity 
aud university spirit at Cambridge, chiefly due to the asceadaucy of

wo must profess ourselves wholly unable to discovor a cause at once 
permanent and adequate; nor will it in the least surprise us 
if next year should usher in an equally long series of Cambridge 
triumphs.

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THE QUORN HOUNDS. 

In the sporting papers of the last two or three weeks an adveriise- 
ment has appeared which cannot fail to affect with a certain degree 
of melancholy every person who takes an interest in the most popular 
of British field sports, howsoever slight his practical acquaintance 
with the subject. The Quorn hounds are for sale. Nowit is per- 
fectly true that packs of hounds, and within the pale of sporting life 
celebrated packs of hounds, are frequently changing hands and names 
without any peculiar importance being attached to the transaction. 
But the Quorn have long held a position in the hunting world which 
gives them, as it were, a public and a representative character. 
Men who_ never heard the name of any other pack have heard of the 
Quorn. Men totally ignorant of hunting quarters in general have 
heard of Melton. Could a genuine cockney be discovered at the pre- 
sent day, even he would be aware that a mysterious sanctity attached 
to the fields of Leicestershire. Thus when any casual reader perceives 
in his Bell’s Life that these hounds are to be sold, he might be par- 
doned for believing that the downfall of fox-hunting was at hand. 

The reputation of the Quorn hounds first began to be conspicuous 
about a hundred years ago. And the first master whose name is iden- 
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J. Strong, of Unthank, the rencwued Wrestler,

tified with theirs was Hugo Meynell, a bright and particular star in

parlours, both public and private. Mr, Meynell was succeeded by 
Lord Foley, who in 1806 made way for the distinguished sportsman 
just mentioned, Thomes Assheton Smith, who held the reins of power 
‘for ten years, when he was encceeded by an almost equally celebrated 
man in the person of Mr. Osbaldestone. After him came Sir Harry 
Goodriche, Mr. Erpington, Lord Suffield, Mr. Hodgson, Mr. Green of 
Roel'eston (a most efticient and popular master), and efter him Sir 
Richard Sutton, Lord Stamford, and finaliy Captain Clowes, under 
whom a system which has been rapidly gaining ground in Leicester- 
shire for the lust twenty years bas at length proved fatal, and ren- 
dered the. further maintenance of this aucie.t and famous pack of 
hounds impossible. : 4 . 
That very peculiarity of Rast and South Leicestershire, which 
makes it the finest bunting country in thé Usited Kingdom entails at 
the same time this disadvantage, that it makes hunting more expensive, 
{cis chiefly an open grves country, abounding in sult thorn hedges, 
and of that deep heavy soil which is not favourable to the growth ot 
woods. Hence a scarcity of natural covers, which involves the 
neceasity of making and preserving ertificial ones. This is ong groat 
source of expense to a master of hounds in Leicestershire—or at least 
in that part of Leicestershire—svhich is not so much known in wood. 
land countiies. In the second place, the nature of the country to be 
hunted, which admits cf racing speed, and the great crowds of sports- 
men who are attracted by its celebrity, necessitate the support of a 
more numerous and costly establishment of both men and horses than 
is required elsewhere.

For the reader must remember that the Quorn 
founds for the last twelve or fifteen years have not been all they 
onee were. Sir Richard Sutton divided the country into two parte, 
assigning the more southerly half of it tothe management of ono of 
his soos, When Sir Richard went the division was continued 
between Lord Stamford and Mr. Tailby, the best of the old Quorn 
country,as was admitted on all sides, falling into the hands of the latter. 

Melton, situated in Lord Stamford’s district, kept up the prestige 
of the Quorn. But, though he had a wide range of country running 
into both Nottioghamshire and Lincolnshire, @ great part of it lay 
in Charnwood Forest, a woody and rocky tract of high land to the 
north of Leicester, and but a small portion consisted of those wide 
pastures and tall bullfinches which lie to the south and south-east.

For it will come to this, that the 
gentlemen of the county must either go begging. for a millionsire to 
help them, or place the conduct of the hunt in the hands of a regular 
coutractor. To do the first is beneath themselves. To do the second 
is torob the sport of foxhunting of its most genial and popular 
attributes. + 

The master of fox hounds should be an- independent man, and in 
no sense of the word ‘an Official, which is what in time he will be- 
come, if the example set in Leicestershire is followed: In that 
capacity, he would soon lose the respect and the co-operation of the 
farmers, and infuse into fox-Lunting some of the most unpleasant 
features of game preserving. If the sale of the Quorn hounds does 
but bring home theee truths to the ri te world, it will have done 
more good than harm.

MISS BERRY GREENING’S CONCERTS, 

The third of this admirable series of National Concerts, under the 
management of Miss Berry Greening, took placo at the above Hall 
on Saturday. Time was, ond that too within the memory of nota 
few of us whose beards are‘not yet frosty, when the * natiunalities ” 
were ordinarily cslebrated in a different manner. Last Saturday 
weok beiwg St. Patrick's day, tho worchippers of the patron saiut 
had au opportunity of paying their devotions in a more ratioval 
mapper than has Leen their wont of late; aud those who had the 
good fortuas to attend Mies Greening’s Irish musical feast must have 
bien truly delighied with the fare she set before them, 

On Saturday last the selections, vocal aud iuetrumental, wore 
purely Sevsteh; and a3 on the former occasion the Voldstreams 
* discoorsed”’ Lrish airs, on this the Scots Fupiliers’ splendid band aid 
equal honour to Scottish melodies. ‘Lhe excellence cf the band is 
uuiversally known, and under the leadersbip of its renowned master, 
Mr. O. Godfrey, well sustaiaed its reputation, and abundantly pleased 
tho spectators. The * Florence’? waltz proved, as it always door, 
an immense favomite; and by the eflicient rendering generally 
and the finished execution of the obligato passages, the “ Scottish 
Quadiille ’raised the house, or rather the Hall, to a pitch of euthu- 
siasm thatcould not be appeased except by a repetition, Mr. Godfrey 
having to bow his acknowledgments repeatedly.

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ENGLAND’S SPORTS AND PASTIMES IN THE 
OLDEN TIME. 

The amusements in which our forefathers indulged were, for tho 
most part, move cruel than refined. Cock-fighting, bull-baiting, dog- 
fighting, and similar pleasant (!) sports were pursued with a zeal and 
an earnestness proportionate to their cruelty. With the exception of 
bull-baiting, it is sad to think that these cruel sports are still indulged 
in, not only by the lower classes, but by those whose position in 
society and education ovght to make them blush at seeking their 
pleasure in such brutal, disgusting, aud degrading pursuits. The tone 
of society has, however, improved materially on these subjects The 
law has pronounced against them; and the depraved appetite whigh 
seeks the excitement of such inhuman displays for the gratification of 
its unhealthy and perverted taste must now seek them in gecret, 
with closed doors, and the dread of the Jaw always before them. This 
is an improvement, and fa a good mark by which to measure the 
progress of education, and to test the refining influences of those 
arts which Ovid tells us ‘soften the manners and polish the parts.” 
Butacentury and half ago these crue! sports were pursued openly 
and without fear. No sense.of their craelty appears to have troubled 
{he public conscienge. ‘They were advertised as regularly as other 
amusements, and their coming off recorded as bits of news in which 
u!l classes were interested. Cock-fighting was the favourite entertain- 
ment of thiskind, and the announcements that mains of cocks will be 
tought are almost more frequent than are those of all other amuse- 
meuta-put together. Hutton says, writing of tho amusements of the 
people—"' The relaxations of the humbler class are fives, quoits, 
ekittles, andale.” The last three remain; what has become of fives 
we have no knowledge; perhaps it has shared the fate of the more 
bnoxious sports about which the historian is silent, but which the

ten Guineas a Battle, and two Hundred the Main; and each Party to

And the paper for April 18 of the same year contains the following 
report of the amusements :— 

‘*On Tuesday, Wednesday, ani Thursday last was fonght at Dud- 
deston Hall, near this Town, between the Gentlemen of Worcestershire 
and Warwickshire, a match of Cocks for ten Guineas a Battle, and two 
Hundred the Main, and the Bye Battles at Five Guineas each. The 
Battles won on the Main were equal on each side, and the Odds in the 
Bye Battles were two in favour of the gentlemen of Warwickshire,” 

Similar advertisements appear for Bridgnorth, Stoke, Worcester, 
Wellington, Dudley, and in fact for nearly all the surrounding 
towns, so commonand so public was this once most popular sport. 

Theatrical amusemeuts seem to have been popular at this time, 
for we read of no less than three places at which plays were acted. 
There was a theatre in New-street, and a new theatre in Smallbrook- 
street, and another new theatre in Moor-street. The two latter, 
however, were not licensed for dramatic performances, and their 
managers resorted to the practice of the man in the strects who 
sells you a straw and gives you a book, <A concert was performed, 
for admission to which a charge was made, and then the play and 
afterpiece were “ given gratis.” The first announcement we have 
relating to the New-street Theatre is that of the benefit of Mr. 
Miller and his wife. Mr. Miller, it will be seen, was a “free 
and accepted” Maron. ‘Lhe notice appeared on January 31, 
174 


“This Rvening will be acted, at the Play-House in New-street, 
for the Benefit of Mr. Miller and his Wife, that celebrated Comedy 
| gall’d the ‘Mourning Bride;’ and for the Entertainment of the 
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Lewspspers of the time make only too apparent. One or two of these 
anuourcements will suffice to illustrate the time. In June, 1746, we 
1read— 

* This is to give Notice, —That there will be a Main of Cocks fought

Asa pioof of the public interest taken in these sports, it may be 
mentioned that the same space 18 given tu record the occurrence of a 
cock-figbt as is given to the record of assiz-e, royal birth-day celebra- 
tions, theatrical perfo1mances, fires, and other pffblic events. The 
report of the match announced in the above advertisement is thus given 
in the peper cn the Monday following '—‘‘On Tuesday,, Wednesday, 
and Thursday was fought at Duddeston Hall, near this Town, a Match 
of forty-one Cocks on each side, fed by Mr. Howell, of London, and by 
Mr. Beesley, f this Town, which was won by Mr, Beesley, tho’ very 
great Odds were laid against him.” 

These events vere often advertised (Wo or three months in advance, 
Thus on February 29,1748, we are informed that

In the same paper we read a report of the performance on the 
previous Friday, at the Smallbrook-street Theatre :—

form’d on Friday Evening at the New Theatre in Smallbrook-street, 
to acrowded Audience, with universal Applause; and, by particular 
Desire, the same entertainment, with the Comedy of ‘Love for Love,’ 
written by Mr. Congreve (and several Entertainments of Singing and 
Dancing between the Acts) are to be performed ‘There this Evening.

On the 15th of June, 1747, Hamlet” is thus announced as the play 
for the night :—“ ‘his evening at the Theatre in Moor-street will be 
presented a Tragedy, call’d ‘Hamlet, Prince of Denmark.’” On the 
same evening the Smallbrook-street company produced * Othello,” so 
that the legitimate drama seems to have been popular. The perfor- 
mauce is thus announced :— 

“ At the New Theatre in Smallbrook-street, this Evening, will bo 
acted a celebrated Tragedy, call’d ‘Othello, Moor of Venice,’ written 
by the famous Shakespeare, to which (by desire) will be added a 
diverting Ballad Opera, call’d ‘Tho Devil to Pay; or, the Wives 
Metamorphos’d,’ with Singing between the acts. The Company will 
continue to act Moudays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, for one Month, 
and no longer, beginning exact}y at Seven o'clock.” 

We quote a short advertisement to show our readers the manner in 
which the periormances were thea announced. It igs taken from the 
paper of August 4, 1746 :—

Our next isa curious notice of a performance to be given on the 
first of June, 1747. It does not appear as an advertisement, but as 
news, although one bit of information given is ag delicate a specimen 
of the puff judicious that it has ever becn our Jot to read. ‘The last 
sentence also shows how widely the reform in dress introduced by 
Garrick and other great actors was ereea ae It is true that the 
so-called interpreter and restorer of Shakspere played Hamlet in a 
court suit, but he effected many reforms in the dressing and mount- 
ing of pieces, which have, we hope, now reached the culminating 
point. But to make our extract :— 

“ June Ist, 1747.—This evening, at the Theatre in Moor-street, by 
Mr. Herbert’s Company, will be acted a Play, called the ‘Siege of 
Damascus,’ wrote by Mr. John Hughes, who died for Joy onits success 
after the first Night’s Performance. We chose this Story to convince 
Mankind (as he often declar’d) that amongst Turks the Principles of 
Honour and Morality were not unknown, and by the character of 
Phocyaa, that he, the invincible else, was to be subdued by Love. To 
pretend to explain fo an audience what they beforehand know, or are 
to expect, is anticipating their Pleasure, or a Presumption on their 
Understanding. This Play has been constantly honour’d in London 
by the most Brilliant Audiences, "Tis therefore to be hop’d what has 

| been encoureg’d there, will at least be look’d at here by all Lovers of 
Learning and Taste. All the Characters in this Play will be dress’d

Hutton gives the following brief record of Birmingham theatricals 
up to the year 1751, the last of the decade to which we are now confiti- 
ingourremarks:— = ., . .

*™heatrical exhibition in Birmingham is rather of a modern date. 
As far as memory can penetrate, the stroller occupied cccagionally a 
shed of boards in the fields, now Temple-street. Here he acted the 
part of ‘ Distress,’ in @ double capacity. The situation was afterwards 
changed, but not the eminence, and the Hinkleys dignified the per- 
forers’ booth! In about 1730, the amusements of the stage roso in 
a superior style of elegance, and entered something like a stablo 
in Castle-street. Here the comedian strutted in painted rags, orna- 
mental with tinsel; the audience raised a noisy laugh, half real and 
half forced, at threepence a head, 

‘In about 1740, a theatre w.s erected in Moor-street, which rather 
gave a spring to the amusement; in the day time the comedian beat up 
for volunteers for the night, delivered his bills of fare, and roared out 
an encomium on the excellence of the entertainment, which had not 
always the desired effect, In 1751, a company arrived, which 
announced themselves, ‘ His ppb i servants, frem the theatres- 
royal in London; and hoped the public would excuse the ceremony of 
a drum, as beneath the dignity of a London company.’ ‘I'he novelty 
had a surprising effect; the performers had merit; the house was con- 
tinually crowded; the general conversation turned upon theatrical 
exhibition, and the town was converted into one vast theatre.” 

Man’s ingenuity in devising amusements has ever been tolerably 
active, and wo find that in old Birmingham the people had plenty o

opportunities given them for sight-seeing. In the announcement 
to be quoted next mechanical skill of rather a high order is evinced in 
the production of an extraordinary musical clock, which was exhibited 
in1742. On March 8 of that year this advertisement appeared :—

‘Together with French Horn Pieces 
upon the Organ, German and Common Flute, Flagollet, &c., to the 
hse satisfaction of the most eminent Masters and Judges, as

pos’d by Corelli, Alberoni, Mr. Handal, Dr. Bradley, and other 
eminent Masters. This beautiful and harmonious Machine may be 
seen (if desir’d) at any time of the Day by half a Dozen; but the 
Common Hours of shewing it are Eleven in the Morning and Six at 
Night. Price Twelve Pence and Six Pence. 

“ Note.—The above Clock plays a Piece of Music every Four Hours 
of itself, and at Pleasure; is wound up once in Eight Days, and is now 
to be sold by Edmund Rising, tho Owner. This Piece was never here 
before, nor the like scen, Any Persons that are curious, and desire 
to see tho inside Work, shall be welcome. Our stay in this town will 
be very short.” y 

Wax Work Exhibitions have always had great attractions for a 
large class of sight-seers, Nor were our ancestors without this source 
of amusement. In June, 1746, a collection of wax figures was exhi- 
bited in Birmingham, the nature of which will be gathered from the 
following advertisement :—

ment, taken from the Gazette of May 9, 1748, contains the announce- 
ment of the postponement of a performance on this account, and will 
give our readers an idea of the entertainments which were given at

No finer boat race has been witnessed between Putney and Mortlake 
in the memory of “ the oldest inhabitant.” The engraving of the victorious 
crew which we present in another column will doubtless, therefore, be accept- 
able to our readers, and, though the subject is pretty well exhausted, it may 
not. be out of plaze to trace the fluctuat:ons of fortune in these matches from 
their commencement, Notwithstanding the superior advantages offered for 
boating upon the Isis, the recreation is first resrded as an University pas- 
time upon the Cam. Oxford, however, soon followed the example. It is 
impossible for us here to give the names of all who have ever rowed in these 
splendid contests, but we may note that the Cambridge boat was graced by 
the pr-sent Bishop Selwyn, and the Oxford boat could boast Dr. Wordsworth. 
In 1836 a great match wasrowed, over the then “champion ” course at Lon- 
don, from Westminster to Putney, distance 5 miles 5 urlougs, when Cam- 
bridge won easily by’ one minute, | finishing the contest in 36 minutes. In 
1839 Cambridge again won, this time by 1 min 45 Fec, pulling over the same 
course in3l min. In 1841 Cambridge again won by 1 min 4 sec, in. 32 min 
80-ec In 1842 Oxford won by 13sec, in 30 min 45 sec. The next two years 
there were no races, . 

In 1845 the course was changed to the present one, from Putney to Mort- 
Jake, Again Cambridge won by 30 sec. In 1846 there was another race, and 
by this date the Claspers had invented the ‘outrigger.’ This was the first 
University race rowed in these boats. It was with the ebb, from the Ship, 
and Cambridge wou by two lengths, after a hard race, in 21 min 6 see. In 
1819 there were tworaces. Oxford had a good crew, but they had no training; 
they tock a lead to Chiswick (two and a half miles), which they could not 
keep, and Cambridge won easily at the last, in 22 min. This race was rowed 
‘‘ur.” So also was the succeeding race in December, in which Oxford spoilt 
their s'art, made in those days amid the eddics of the “ Putney piles,” and 
allowed Cambridge a lead of two lengths; they overbauled them at the 
Crab Troe, and the only foul that ever occurred in these long series of taatches 
was given against Cambridge. Oxford stopped rowing at the collision, while 
Cambridge went on with a new lead of some six lengths, which was rednced 
again to two at the end ; Oxford was certainly the bestboat that day, without 
the foul. The next two years were blank; but in 1852 Oxford brought out a 
“sensation” crew, Chitty’s, and beat Cambridge by 27 eec, in21 min 36 sec. 
In 1851 the two met at Henley, and Oxford won, but Cambridge had brokena 
rowlock early in the race. And in 1853 Oxford wona splendid match for the 
‘Grand Challenge Cup” by eighteen inches. In 1854 Oxford again won from 
Putney to Mortlake by eleven strokes in 25 min 29sec. The “long frost” 
stopped the race in 1855, but both met by mutual consent at Henley, and 
Camb:idge won easily by three lengths. 

In 1856 both crews were of indifferent merit. They rowed from ‘ Barker's 
Rails” to Putney, five miles, in 25 min 50 sec ; Cambridge winning one of the 
hardest races ou record by halfalength. In 1857 Oxford won easily by 35 
sec, in 22 min 50 sec, In 1858 they broke a rowlock immediately alter the 
start the fanlt of a steamer), and were beaten by 22 sec, in 21 min 23 sec. 
In 1859 Cambridge sank a quarter of a mile from the end, being four Jongths 
astern at the time, and Oxford passed the post in 24 min 30 sec. In 1860 
Cambri'ge won in 26 min by a length and a half. In 1861 Oxford won by 48 
arc, in 23 min 27 eec, and in 1862 by 43 sec, in 24 min 38 sec, In 1863 they rowed 
the five mile course from Barker’s Rails in 23 min 6 sec, beating Cambridge 
by 47 sec. This race occupied from the Ship, the legitimate course, 20 min 
6 sec, and is thus the fastest on record; while that of 1858 is the fastest of 
those rowed on the flood tide only. In 1864 Oxford rowed “ up” in 21 min 48 
sec, beating Cambridge by 33 sec, and last year, after a struggle atill fresh in 
public memory, they won by 13 sec, in 22 min 30 see. 

This vear (Saturday Jast) will, as we have already observed, be found fully 
recorded in another column.

Tuesday the Cantabs had a couple of paddles, Tho Oxopiang came down 
strongly on the last of the ebb against a dead noser. They paddled from above 
the Ship at Mortlake down to Barnes-bridge, doing that in 4 min 20 sec, They 
then put on the steam, and at thirty-five and Up to forty-one strokes per 
minute, went from Barnes bridge to the Aqueductin 19 min 28 sec, 

Wednesday Cambridge came down from the Ship to the Aqueduct in 
22 min; and in less than ao hour afterwards the Oxonians to the Bishop’s 
Creok in 20 min 10 sec. There was a little less tide under the Oxoniang than 
the others had, and both met very heavy wind, and consequently had strong 
Jabour in Corney Reach. The Cantabs started faster than their opponents, as,

The great staircase, 
with alarge quantity of statuary, is all gone. Very many paint- 
ings that were at the Great Exhibition in 1862 have been destroyed. 
The hall was commenced to be built in 1615, and completed in 1636, 
and in 1837 it was restored at a cost of £50,000 by the present peer. 
The entire hall, except a very small part, was destroyed by twelve 
at noon yesterday. 


From the Westmoreland Gazette and Kendal Advertiser, 

Fire at Mrat Bawx,—“ On Saturday morning last, at half-past five 
o’clock, when Mr, Hirst, the manager for Messrs. Braithwaite and Co., 
the extensive woollen manufacturers, opened the door of the mill, he 
found a strong smell of fire, which he saw came from one of the carding- 
engines. Arriving at the spot, the machine was one mass of red fire ; 
he called two Or three men to his assistance, and after closing the doors 
they went to work with two Extincteurs, and in a few minutes all 
further danger ceased.
